One the factors which warp the judgment art juries and 
ruin their dispositions the fatigue repetition—picture after 
picture similar theme, color, treatment, until what, seen 
alone, would seem pleasing and fresh becomes intolerably boring 
cliche. certain stage nothing short explosion would jolt 
the satiated senses into real seeing appreciation. 


The gallery goer suffers not only museum feet but also this same 
fatigue the appreciative faculty, especially the inadequately 
ventilated galleries the Young Museum, where the Pepsi Cola 
Portrait America show being held.

means communication and publicity that town, 
and that one the greatest pictures all time. For this re- 
money isn’t: it’s Technicolor bore. the ranks 
film reviewing have just committed heresy, because far 
know this Shakespeare play has not had one bad review. It’s full- 
flowered, glowing “Time” and “Life” reviews were shockingly extra- 
vagant and fulsome, and the New York reporters pulled out all stops 
and clattered away their typewriters with the year’s greatest 
collection adjectives. didn’t like “Henry because thought 
the producers might have selected better Shakespearean play. 
his many historical dramas, this one the least deserving 
filmed them all. According Shakespearean experts, the scholars 
and those who have studied Shakespeare from every possible point 
view, “Henry badly constructed and conceived, and 
Falstaff killed off, which, course, four strikes against 
from the outset.

TEXTILE DESIGN FORMS WITHIN FORMS 
EXPERIMENT SPACE 


The task for the textile designer re-examine and re-discover the original role the printed fabric. Only 
recently have fabrics been divided into two groups: the woven fabric and the printed fabric. Before this, most 
fabrics were the woven type. Those who wove their own materials, seldom varied from flat, solid colors. The 
fabric was functional showing little dirt and being strong material capable long wear. The wealthy 
commissioned artists and craftsmen design brocades and tapestries, sometimes imported Chintz from India 
Fortuny prints from Venice. The motifs for most these fabrics were floral, Biblical, historical, pictorial. 
With the introduction weaving power machines, there came abundance fabrics. Although they were 
plain first, later many prints were made. Manufacturers reproduced copies tapestries, Chintz, English prints, 
and French prints. Copies English and French prints, usually one color light backgrounds, were made 
better grade cottons. This was the beginning the field textile designing for large market, and from this 
inherit the garden. The progress made throughout the years that today most designers are expert 
copying museum pieces. One not justified entirely saying nothing has been done textile designing that 
isnew. Europeans have produced many new and beautiful designs within the last twenty-five years; unfortun- 
these have never progressed beyond the beaux arts stage. 

Because the seemingly inexhaustible market for fabrics, manufacturers pay little heed designs other than 
assured the selling value. Very little thought, any, given the relationship textiles con- 
temporary architecture and contemporary furniture. Contemporary architecture demands reformation the 
field textile designing. Today the role the printed fabric has been made more important the simplicity 
spaciousness the floor plan, abundant use materials different textures, and the extensive use 
Soft gray tones for walls. Because the lack modern prints, architects have almost completely abandoned 
printed fabrics, substituting glass, plywood, plastics, metal, and various other old and newly developed 
Materials. One the chief objections printed has been the dull, monotonous texture created. 
Forms must not only considered the flat material but also the draped material—a fact that ignored 
most fabric design. realistic representational patterns, when horse, flower, landscape seen flat, 
has consistency which justifies it; when draped difficult realize the object. chaotic disturbance 
the result. Form, line, color, and texture are the most important elements consider. 

The use abstract forms especially important has destroyed all barriers representational realism. 
Forms various sizes which, when draped, create irregular negative spacing afford great variety new 
For example, the use thick and thin lines, combinations solid and outline forms, freer 
positive and negative space brought into play. the use pure linear elements undreamed 
vibrations and effects are created which, when prop2rly controlled, are made subtle enough 
and exciting space experiences. With the use clearly defined abstract forms and linear elements, there 
comes chance use clean, pure colors contrast most floral patterns. 

Texture the end result the satisfactory use elements, organic and linear forms, and color. The 
design produced will depend the capacity understand and experiment with great 
forms; and, will depend his ability keep mind the required decorative function the printed 

Textile design must accept the new freedom and space articulation which has related contem- 

Porary architecture 20th century man and 20th century living. EXPERIMENT SPACE 
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With this, the first Case Study House come out the ground 
last, would seem sensible and honest make some attempt re-value the intentions and 
present performances the program now. When began, more than two years ago, 
there was nothing the housing horizon indicate the conditions that present make 
building projects very difficult. Doubtless more careful study the conditions exist- 
ing then would have made aware least some the storm signals. doubt 
were too optimistic about the recuperative powers national industry that had done such 
miraculous war-time job. And, foolishly perhaps, felt that the whole magnificent ef- 
fort could readjusted the peace-time economy general agreement sensible and 
rational people who would cooperate mesh the gears the economic machine quietly 
and efficiently possible. This, course, turned out idiot’s dream 
paradise. 

the beginning there was the architect. agreement 
through general discussions was felt that the house approximately 2000 square feet 
would better show the effects good design and new and old materials used realistically 
order create sound contemporary living units. That course was the first unfortunate 
mistake, made however, before the restrictive conditions that were follow almost immedi- 
ately. The architects’ projects were laid down and brought the semi-complete state 
plans and specifications, leaving sit sedately and little sadly our own especially 
designed limb. 

The restricting government orders, everyone knows, placed 
very limiting hand upon and made impossible attempt any but the smallest houses 
designed for the program. Therefore, undertook build the Davidson house be- 
cause its floor area only 1250 square feet. Quite frankly, have gone through 
everything that ever shouldn’t happen dog. 

Bloody and slightly bowed, have last house complete 
with door knobs, shown the flesh the following pages, and announced for general 
exhibition the 21st July. Given the conditions and frustrations, and the unlimited ir- 
ritations building this time, must frankly say that consider the job rather well done. 

are sure that all could wish for opportunity 
change, re-do, un-do many the things decided upon the last three months 
building. Regret seems the occupational disease hindsight everywhere, and have 
seldom found anyone without the wish move something somewhere else once the last nail 
driven and the last splatter paint dry. 

Despite all this, however, have entered the first trial run 
with remarkable equanimity purpose shared all who have had part the 
enterprise. And though would wish avoid early grave, our determination 
grim and decided upon the projects that have set for ourselves soon the future hits 
even keel. 

Two other houses are now process construction; third 
will begun immediately, God and the weather permitting. will necessary, how- 
ever, lift the individual houses out the number sequence established for them, vary- 
ing conditions make possible build one and not another. The choice the houses go- 
ing into construction will necessarily made the basis the material lists and price 
factors involved. 

undertaking the program has never been our intention 
force issues regardless of, among other basic considerations, the cost factor. Frankly 
not know, and are suspicious anyone who says does, what happens from here 
prices terms the optimistic much house for how much money,” which, re- 
phrased, now simply and tragically seems mean “how much for how 

After have gathered more facts and have been through 
more practical experience this activity, very probable that will have some bitter 
things say about this whole business the fabrication dwelling units. For now how- 
ever, stupidly wisely, intend continue our operation planned, subject only re- 
strictive regulations, impossible prices, and, hope, our own good judgment. 

Therefore, present our first house, fully aware the many 
things that could have been done and left undone, but ready fight the drop hat. 
And now must not forget make those monstrous little gestures courtesy all those 
involved the enterprise. most those who worked with us, then, our deep gratitude. 
And, while naturally must pretend that the gratitude extended all who labored with us, 
are sure that there are some who have learned hate completely and beauti- 
fully loathe them.

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proper starting point for critical analysis house No. statement the basic princi- 
ples modern architecture. These are few and simple: the plan the house should deter- 
mined what required supply the needs the particular family established its way 
living; the plan should determine the exterior the house which turn should express the 
plan clearly for all see; esthetic effects should obtained direct, efficient, economical 
use modern technologically advanced construction methods and materials. Order, fitness, 
and simplicity should govern all phases the work. Observance these fundamental rules 
produces the house genuine naturalness and makes possible honest, sincere fulfillment 
real needs. The ensuing naturalness especially evidenced the omission sham; for 
example, there are otiose shutters nailed fast the wall. Likewise there not forceful striv- 
ing for effect with, say, corner windows lacking particular significance. 


Such rules allow house and supply everything that can reasonably asked it. That 

distinguishing mark between building house traditional styles and designing and building 

modern house. The traditional house, produced strait jacket inflexible rules begets un- 

happy results which can direly foreseen. Modern planning free. Greater livability, eco- 
nomoical ease maintenance, enlarged spaciousness result when the job well done. 
Particularly notable this small house its compact plan, ease circulation, crisp, clean 
lines, generous glass areas, dry-wall construction, radiant heating, application modern ma- 

terials appropriate uses. adequate setting provided within which the family can con- 
veniently seek and obtain the satisfaction its desires and the realization its interests. 


The design and construction were carried out under the extreme difficulties critical material 
shortages and the unpredictable circumstances recent and alas, current days. Because 
the compromises necessary for such reasons and for other reasons which were often beyond 
control, the results attained are not altogether what had hoped. did not soar high— 
nor fast—as wished. Since the finished house sometimes falls short minor respects 
expectations, rarely are client, architect, and builder radiantly happy with all aspects house 
produced. One feels that this feature might better have been changed; that arrangement 


altered. All usually come down with slight ambulant cases planning surfeit and bewildered 
frustration. 


Measured the basis fundamental rules, house No. merits reasonably high grades. The 
house was planned for couple with child teen-age. Separation independent living quart- 
ers for these two groups interest, other possible family grouping, connected rooms for 
common use—living room, kitchen, and utility room—is competently provided with efficient 
utilization space, ease circulation, and privacy. Thus fulfillment the needs the fam- 
ily has determined the plan. That the exterior clearly expresses the plan readily apparent 
casual observer. 
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Striking esthetic effects (above) are obtained with economy direct, suitable, and efficient 
use modern materials such plywood, glass large areas, etc., fineness proportions, 
effective masses, skillful colors, and intelligent reliance natural textures. Underlying all 
sense logic, appropriateness, and simplicity. 


Among the commendable features the house are the thoughtful orientation and placement 
the lot and the carefully worked-out plan circulation. The position the house its lot 
allows easy access the garage from the main road and thence directly the service portions 
the house—the utility room and the kitchen. The kitchen, dressing room, and east bathroom 


also face side road. This disposition reserves the quieter and southern (sunny for winter 
warmth) side the house for the living and sleeping rooms. 


Separate entrance (shown below) provided the west bedroom-study, which with connected 


bath and separate outdoor living space becomes private apartment. This feature worth more 
than additional year any mortgage.

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Materials—Some the technologically advanced materials available the present time are 
used appropriately and efficiently. For example, stucco, plywood, and glass large lights have 
been allowed display their rich natural textures. Precious and meaningless ornament has 
been omitted. Even the presence the commonplace but necessary vent ducts and vent pipes 
which disfigure the average roof have been skillfully minimized. Careful attention small de- 
tails characteristic the house. 

particularly noteworthy application modern materials the interior dry-wall use plywood. 
Ease maintenance, excellent accoustical properties, avoidance mess and loss time 
plastering, and annoying future plaster cracks, make this wise choice. The pattern joints 


walls and ceiling and the natural texture the wood are the sole decorative treatment pleas- 
ing and very economical. 


The problem furnishing the house was assigned Van Keppel-Green. The living room with one wall sliding 
glass doors opening into the patio and ceiling and walls birch panels divided into two areas—dining and living. 
The dining area one end the room, accessible the kitchen, furnished the practical method individual 
chairs grouped right angles two sides coffee-dining table. the chairs are free and can moved 
around the room, they are far more practical than the usual corner settee built-in seat often used for this type 
arrangement. The chairs are designed that they may used satisfactorily for entire evening. The handsome 
rectangular table can used either coffee table, raised dining height dropping the rectangular legs. 
The dining and living room areas the room are divided only red rose rug the black asphalt tile floor. 
excellent idea achieve spaciousness but requires great skill furnishing that the two groups not become 
too isolated for evening conversation. This area with birch panels, built-in lighting, fireplace, sliding glass wall 
patio, has much interest its own right that needed careful handling. This has been well done the bal- 
ance color—the rug the living area similar red-rose color the chairs the dining end, although 
slightly different tone. 

The master bedroom with glass wall that continuation the living room wall requires, and has only the ne- 
cessities—a chest and beds. The headboard forms head rest and has two small cabinets each side, the doors 
which drop easily form night tables. there are plenty closets only small chest necessary, and this 
one Van-Keppel’s designs. The same natural linen fabric the living room draperies used for bed- 
room draperies and bedspread. The beige carpet continues from the bedroom into the dressing room, does the rest 
the color scheme—peach and brown. The dressing table peach lacquer, matching the wall color, with 
mottled gray, Formica top. 

The second bedroom, designed especially for girl teen-age, ought delight child adult. has small bath 
and private patio. The bookshelves and combination table and chest drawers form adequate working surface and 
storage space. The desk chair, with seat and back twine, pleasing. The slip covered twin beds arranged against 
corner case head rest allows sleeping space for guest. There are ample built-in wardrobes and chest space. The 
color scheme—gray green carpet, somewhat darker ceiling, deep beige walls, black lacquered furniture, and gay 
striped bedspreads and pillows—has achieved the right note sophistication.

Radiant Heating Residents Southern California should particularly note the intelligent 
thought given to. the heating problem. Too often the winter sun filters through small peephole 
windows and, after sundown, inefficient gas wall-heaters are hopefully depended upon provide 
comfort poorly insulated houses. case study house No. the large glass areas the 
south side have overhangs planned exclude the warm summer sun but utilize the advan- 
tages solar warmth winter. The house further provided with radiant panel heating, placed 
out sight beneath the concrete floor slab. This heating system unsightly wall heat- 
ers, floor wall grills, and radiators. increase space and flexibility are thus gained. De- 
posits dirt and soot walls and ceiling the usual heating methods are obviated. The tested 
advantages are innumerable. From esthetic and from practical health point view, 
radiant heating considered the best current heating problems. 


Exterior desirable nestling the house close the ground (shown 
achieved with such success that the house seems natural organic outgrowth from the soil. This 
made possible the use the concrete floor slab placed practically top the existing 
soil bringing the floor level almost flush with the existing grade. Excavation was avoided and 
the extra expense carrying foundations provide crawl space under the flooring supports 
joists was saved. The provision that free space required most building codes for ven- 
tilation and inspection floor timbers and their protection from termites. 

The walls and the roof lines are interestingly varied and gain from changes shape and projec- 
tion. The static, unvaried aspect four walls and roof avoided. The very special skill the 
designer here evidenced. The walls which obtain desirable privacy for the patio are color 
and construction integrated with the house walls. The door the garage well handled mini- 
mize the void which such door commonly punches the facade. hedge continuing the 
splayed angle the service wall the south lot line provides economical and effective privacy 
patio and entrance for the bedroom-study that side. The landscap‘ng has been designed for 


— 


labor-and money-saving maintenance. Not many small interesting houses can boast equally 
attractive blandishments. The materials used the outside are limited number and are kept 
under strict control. Happily attempt made make one material look like another more 
expensive one serve where another would better job. 
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The exteriors have been successfully handled. believe that will appreciated first sight. 
Particularly difficult was the north side, which could easily have lost feeling repose 
striving for adequate solution complex problem. This north side appears relatively nar- 
row because the dominating projection the garage. The problem was provide space for 
large glazed entrance door and side light, and for series raised windows bath, dressing 
room, kitchen, and eating area together with ventilating louvers for the cooler space. Only 
those who have grappled with similar complexities will fully cognizant how well has 
been handled. 

Generally the exterior knit together and unified the finished color scheme designer 
with expert color sense. Two warm tones are harmoniously lighter one for the 
wall spaces and darker one for the wood trim. impression additional spaciousness 
thus gained for this minimal house. 

The horizontal lines emphasize the organic unity house with soil. Strong horizontal parapet 
lines terminate the east wall and also the north and west wall the garage. slightly pitched 
roof contrasted with the parapeted roof over the garage. The separate function the garage 
thus expressed. The areas the room are subordinate the masses the walls and that 

four-foot eave overhang the south side protects the large, generous glass areas from the 
hot summer noonday sun but accurately calculated admit the warming winter noonday 
sun. This wide overhang repeated the north wall adds strong sweeping horizontal accent. 
Deft covering with plywood makes smooth restful soffit with continuously 
screened vent strip allowing air circulate attic space above the ceiling insulation. This 
arrangement protects the roof wood construction from dry rot and augments the efficiency 
the ceiling insulation lowering inside summer temperatures. 
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The windows the north side the house the kitchen, dressing room, and bath are rela- 
tively high provide light and privacy. The south side the living room and east bed- 
room are amply lighted through large glazed sliding doors and fixed windows looking into the 


patio. deep capacious pocket for the living room draperies, when drawn back, has been pro- 


vided. The patio and the living room can merged into one indoor outdoor living area. The 
ceiling height glass areas increase the evenness natural light distribution the room. 

The patio wall low enough for sight the sea and distant hills from the patio and the 
living room, yet high enough obtain desirable privacy and seclusion. Planting spaces the 
patio tone down its walled severity. Additional obtained from shrubs and trees. The use 
possibilities the patio are further increased overhead floodlight. The night view from

The kitchen the efficient kind kitchen found the better planned houses. practical 


and will serve its purpose well. The utility room walled off separate area opening conven- 
iently the (drying) service yard. 
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this house ample storage space for clothes and shoes apportioned. The best mod- 
ern practice provides convenient, easily accessible built-in storage areas especially designed 
and fitted for specific items—sports and hobby equipment, movie projectors, card tables, and 
all the other paraphernalia living and entertaining which create disturbing storage situa- 


tion the average house. Closets are good sound deadeners and the placing one between 
the bathroom and bedroom excellent arrangement. 


Overhead storage for such items rarely used travel bags and similar possessions might pro- 
vided the space above the low-ceilinged passage between the east bedroom and dressing room. 
Useful storage space wisely provided the garages over the hood the car. The broader 
aspects modern home design require that more equipment should built in. Properly pre- 


fabricated equipment rather than individually designed items the economical answer for the 
small house. 
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There have been many misinterpretations the theory modern 
furniture; but the most serious and widespread has been the ten- 
dency regard merely design period, contrasted, for 
example, with 18th century English. This concept, shared alike 
designers, manufacturers, sellers and users, has resulted furniture 
which should called modernized rather than modern. truly 
modern furniture can only achieved completely fresh approaches 
the problems furniture design and construction, and basic re- 


visions manufacturing techniques the light modern methods 
and materials. 


The progress modern furniture can best furthered constantly 
searching for those new elements which can help make furniture 
that, more and more, adaptable today’s living requirements, 
honest construction, attractive design, and economical price. 
us, and hope others, there real value restating the 
principles which are guiding ourselves.

Spokesmen for the “official art world,” well the public depend- 
ent upon them for aesthetic guidance, are the habit looking 
traditienal Western art—the art Europe since the Renaissance 
—for clues which recognize work art, trend art, 
that seems exceedingly remarkable when they are able, for what- 
ever reasons, acknowledge something outside this familiar pattern. 
That section the United States should have created something 
which variance with these accepted traditions certainly 
unique; that has received not inconsiderable amount national 
attention because almost miraculous! Almost—because there 
large element doubt whether this recognition springs 
from any true understanding what process here. 


Since the advent the Federal Art Projects has not been unusual 
for the art citadels the East admit outlanders the inner 
sanctum. But conspicuous requisite admission has tended 
conformity with the established credos. The alternative con- 
formity has been Regionalism, truly deplorable basis for recog- 
nition, which also came into prominence during the desperate de- 
pression days. This cult Regional Art makes capital separate- 
ness instead seeking out that which unites. One would expect the 
artist, not the politician, have outgrown this restrictive and 
isolationist state mind. Inasmuch that part northwestern 
art now question definitely not conformist, has been its lot 
placed the alternate bracket Regionalism (Romantic) 
But this Regional art? art region”—yes, with par- 
ticular relatedness that region’s resources, economy and culture. 
But regionalism attitude mind something else. one 
thing influenced environment, and another possess 
and dominated self-conscious concern for it. Regionalism 
—the pridefulness which says: have better than what you 
have; the regionalism which knows nothing but its own backyard— 
appears less evidence the Northwest than anywhere 
the country. And especially this reflected its art. sure, 
there amount Americana here everywhere among the 
average run people who paint—the ones who have philosophic 
concepts their own; who have measure talent and generally 
too much ambition. But this does not represent the art with which 
are here concerned—that which distinguished its freedom 
from these aspects. Just what that has produced the quality 
art which has come from such men Mark Tobey and Morris 
Graves? Regionalism kind provincialism, and these men 
possess stature which far exceeds the limits any locale. 


are jottings ideas which has occurred the effort 


find plausible explanation phenomenon—Northwestern art. 


There little doubt but that natural environment important 
influence upon the economy and hence the culture any region. 
Inheritance, either directly through traditions, indirectly 
reasons historic predecessors, also shares cultural determinant. 
the Northwest, topography and climate are conspicuous elements 
which help make the homogeneous nature the region. These 
appear have extremely important influence upon her art, and 
perhaps provide two the greatest factors contributing the 
difference both its form and its spirit. Other factors, less apparent, 
but also important, are found her history. 


Due the mountains and the prairies its east, the Northwest has 
suffered, benefitted (depending upon one’s point view) through 
considerable isolation from our established centers culture. 
Since the days when was known only the Oregon Country, and 
until very recently, its inhabitants have had look either the 
land and what they could get from order subsist, they 
looked Alaska and the Orient. intent was commerce and 
not culture which kept these pioneers facing west, there must have 
been inevitable portion Indian and Asiatic culture absorbed 
the process. Those who pioneered and expanded the Northwest 
may have longed for greater contact with the eastern United States. 
The fact remains that they had very little. the early days ever 
the struggle for recognition Territory was met great opposi- 
tion indifference what Daniel Webster described “rock- 
bound, cheerless, uninviting wilderness.” Though such ignorances 
the 19th century have passed, the East continues have little 
real knowledge interest any the Pacific Coast region. 
the latter longer believed “worthless wilderness,” 
has yet acquire “culture—you know.” best, eastern America 
indulgent toward its younger sisters, rather like teacher the 
old school viewing the creative efforts child. “Yes, yes, little 
boy; you’re doing fine!” Whether wished for not, absence 
too much influence from the East undoubtedly has been 
fortunate factor the development the Northwest. 


through being cut off from, by, the East, isolation explains one 
cause for distinction, this does not account for the divergent cultures 
and development the Northwest and her neighbor the south. 
Though certain historical and geographic factors are similar, the 
art the Northwest different from that California

CASE STUDY HOUSE NO. 


One the most interesting features Case Study House No. 
the radiant panel heating system encased the concrete floor slab. 
gives sunlike heat the house without raising the air tempera- 
ture more than two three degrees. There are radiators ducts, 
and the system works automatically from gas fired boiler (Basmor, 
distributed Crane Company) half the size stove. 

Installation the system was made soon the foundations were 
completed. Eight inches crushed rock were poured between the 
foundations followed inch-thick skin cement. waterproof 
membrane made two sheets Angier building paper went 
top the cement check dampness before reached the floor 
itself. Eleven hundred feet 34-inch copper tubing (Mueller Brass 
Copper Company) were zig-zagged across the whole living area 
the house and three inches concrete were poured directly over 
the tubing. 

When the system normal operation, the boiler heats water 
110 degrees and small pump circulates through the tubing, 
returning the boiler about degrees for reheating. The 
floor warmed degrees, which radiates pleasant warmth but 
leaves the air degrees. The boiler can turned 
heat the floor degrees, which the output over the whole house 
96,000 B.T.U.s and some 36,000 B.T.U.s more than should ever 
needed Southern California. 


roof nearly flat No. 11’s means hot rooms summer 
the average citizen who has been sold Alpine pitch and eight 
feet attic space buffers against the sun. However, four factors 
work against heat penetration. The surface Sno-Rok, crystal 
white dolomite (applied Economy Roof Insulation company) 
that reflects enough heat keep the surface tempera‘ure much 
degrees lower than that colored materials. Roofing material 
built felt and asphalt (Pioneer Flintkote Company) tough 
blanket beneath the dolomite.

CSH No. only 1250 square feet but with 
the placement the bedrooms opposite ends the living area 
and effective insulation the end walls, good separation 
achieved. 


Painting the interiors the house gave the Carroll Company 
the same sort problem the highway maintenance department faces 
trying pave road and still keep traffic open. From the time 
the foundations were laid people, from children looking for junc- 
tion box slugs evicted tenants willing pay black market rents, 
made tours the house part their routine. 

The job was one precision, particularly the bedrooms. Cocoa 
colored ceiling and one wall the master bedroom meets peach 
color two walls with only the painter’s fine brush and steady 
hand joining them evenly. the second bedroom the ceiling 
sea green with all four walls beige. 

Three weeks after the job was completed somebody scratched wall 
the living room with piece furniture and somebody else 
used enamel touch the flat beige with the unobstrusiveness 
pants patch. The Carroll painters were back redo the whole 
wall less than week before the opening. 


Getting hardware was one the most difficult jobs building 
house during period shortages. Daniel Hay Beverly Hills 
acted consultant, taking the expediting out the builder’s and

knockers, pounded metal hinges, and antiqued lock plates before 
was able find enough clean lined hardware for one modern house. 
Kitchen cabinet hardware was shipped only after American Cabinet

Custom Built Shower Door Company). 


Medicine cabinets (Hoegger, Incorporated) both bathrooms 
are built into the walls. Heavy plate glass mirrors are chromium 


edged, rectangular shaped, and unadorned. Accessories are heavy 
chromium. 


The double kitchen sink (American Radiator and Standard Sani- 
tary Corporation) fitted with spray attachment for rinsing 
dishes. The spray nozzle three feet flexible hose that pulls 
through opening the right side the sink. Water can 
adjusted temperature through the sink faucets and then switched 
the nozzle merely pressing thumb valve. 


Western Holly gas stove (Western Stove Company) groups four 
burners the right side with grill the left. Below are oven, 


broiler, and storage space. Counter space built both sides 
the stove even with its top. 


Refrigerator (Servel, Incorporated) gas operated and silent. 
Size six cubic feet, distributed over large front and shallow 
depth, which assures the strawberries 
behind several layers milk bottles, left over stew, 
margarine.

Kitchen cabinets line the whole wall over the stove and are 
built around the refrigeraior. Hardware (American Cabinet Hard- 
ware Company) latch type, opening cabinet doors with thumb 
levers. The kitchen shaped, with the foot the forming 
breakfast corner. Heavy, Formica topped, set table has leather 
covered benches two sides. Benches are sprung with No-Sag 
springs (Kay Manufacturing Company), squiggles high 
tempered steel that keep their shape indefinitely.

How much influence his culture 
has had here but there reason believe that 
greater than elsewhere, for other reason than that its 
living presence has been recent. the matter place names, 
for instance, Washington full towns and cities, rivers and 
mountains which either retain their original Indian names, have 
been given such the white man. (Compare this with California 
where names Spanish origin predominate.) 


The Indian all but forgotten race California. The Northwest 
gives evidence that recognizes and cherishes his memory. least 
does not ignore him. Washington dotted with historic monu- 
ments honor its Indian well pioneer heritage. Totem poles 
stand proudly the public squares its cities. Collections 
Indian relics and art are found everywhere. But perhaps the 
most unusual (or unexpected?) tribute the Indian appears 
Washington Centennial Commemorative Booklet, published 
1945 the State Department Conservation and Development. 
presentation material the pioneering the Puget Sound 
area, the inclusion the following noteworthy: 


FIRST PIONEERS OWED MUCH INDIANS 


“Tt seems especially fitting that the largest city Washington 
should have taken its name from one the noblest any race 
color who ever lived this region vast resources which 
the white man took for his own. Chief Seattle embodied all that 
was best the ‘noble savage’ whom Jean Jacques Rousseau 
apostrophized his pre-French Revolutionary books. 

“Chief Seattle understood the forces history far better than 
the white man who came take his realized that was 
inevitable that the pioneers would dispossess his people, that 
the land-hunger our forefathers was insatiable the tide 
history itself. are ashamed, now, the injustice and the 
violence done the Red Man and regret that was so. 
looking back over century can perhaps have some per- 
spective the inevitability the Indian Wars. see, now, 
the tragic plight the Indian, well the fearful immediacy 
the isolated white man carving precarious home out the 
wilderness. The pioneer could hardly have been expected 
better man than was. could not see the forest for the trees. 
Chief Seattle can best speak for the Indian his own 
words. Fortunately early settler Seattle has left 
English translation magnificent speech Duwamish made 
Chief Seattle response Governor Stevens the occasion 
proposed treaty establish one the first Indian Reserva- 
tions. excerpt from that speech follows:

Though Seattle’s Museum among 
the smallest the West Coast size (and the handsomest), 
perhaps the most important what contains historically. Museums 
today are overburdened with contemporary art, which has real 
place museum all, and with examples art Renaissance 
and post-Renaissance origin. Most does nothing but perpetuate 


the evil Art for Art’s Sake. 


contrast this exceedingly healthy, however far removed 
may from the natural uses these objects, see art that 
has genuinely been use the lives people. Here again there 
art, some dating several centuries before Christ, which 
remarkable not only for its asethetic content but for the exceedingly 
fine quality its workmanship—workmanship far superior that 
the American Indian, which itself superior much ours 
civilization extreme antiquity and wisdom. One 
cannot see these things without feeling humbled the light our 
small progress and great wealth resources. 

Man man, the world over; and backward into time further than 
history records, has made evident his great abilities. The differ- 
ences between his accomplishments can spring only from his pre- 
vailing attitude toward way life. Both American Indian and 
Asiatic art are profoundly metaphysical, based philosophic and 
religious search for reality: the nature man and God and 
man’s place the universe. Western art modern times, like the 
civilization which part, has been predominantly material, 
looking further than the surface things for what has long 
passed “realism.” possible that the primary distinction (and 
yet but embryonic) between art here and the major portion 
art elsewhere America today this: rejection materialist 
doctrines, conscious unconscious influence, and moving 
toward more basic search for the eternal varieties. The cultural 
antecedents the Northwest must surely have contributed this 
search.

Psychologically and spiritually water has deep sig- 
nificance man. the fluid which life takes place 
and sustained.

There are 
higher mountains, few which rise alone such 
magnificent solitary and breathtaking height. see 
Fujiyama, Japan’s sacred mountain, must similar 
experience. 


This then, the topography, the climate, and the historical 
background and heritage, what seems distinguish 
this furthest corner the northwestern United States. 
There little question but that these components are 
essentially subjective—the subjectivity which reflected 
much the art here. For surely this art which 
speak neither objective nor abstract (in the current 
sense). would take other circumstances and another 
“romantic,” seldom merely the product self-ex- 
pression. too much search for truth escapist:

With all its subjectivity there feeling outgoingness 
and strong sense movement higher level 
awareness.
